Stickers By Jan. 1

have been issued to assure that no 
enrs or motorcycles without safe¬ 
ty stickers will be allowed to op¬ 
erate on Alberta roods and high¬ 
ways after Jan. 1. Owners of e ars 
which do not bear the approved 
government safety 'sticker will be 
subject to prosecution after that 
date. 

Mr. 'Gerhart said that the safe¬ 
ty testing campaign began in July 
and since then motorists had had 
ample t'me to have . their cars 
tested. Charge for the safety test 
is $1 and ^garages and service sta¬ 
tions In all parts of the Province 
are operating as approved testing 
stations. 

The Provincial Secretary point¬ 
ed out that the purpose of the 
safety testing campaign is to make 
the roads and highways of Alber¬ 
ta safer by keeping faulty vehicles 
off the roads He suggested that 
motorists who have not yet had 
their cars tested do so soon to 
avoid needless inconvenience.

Lake McGregor Wildcat

Pacific Western's Lake McGreg¬ 
or wildcat well at Armada, 30 
miles east of Vulcan, will be aban¬ 
doned, it was learned officially by 
the’ Advocate on Wednesday.
